CHAPTER 223.

AN ACT to authorize G. A. Torinus, and others,
to build and maintain a dam across Tatogatic
river, in Washburn county, Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
tn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectrion 1. G. A. Torinus, his heirs, successors
and assigns, are hereby authorized to erect and
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G.A. Torinus, maintain a dam across Tatogatic river, in the

county of Washburn and state of Wisconsin, for
the purpose of holding and retaining logs to be
manufactured into lumber, lath and shingles, at
that point. Said dam to be erected and maintain-
ed at any point selected by said G. A. Torinus,
upon section twelve, of township forty-two north,
of range twelve west, in said county. And the
gaid G. A. Torinus, his heirs, successors and as-
signs, are hereby authorized to keep and maintain
sald dam during the period of twenty years from
and after the time that this act shall take effect,
for the purpose of milling and manufacturing
business, as herein provided.

SeEctioN 2. Said dam shall be properly con-
structed for the holding and retaining of logs for
said manufacturing purpose, and so as to permit
logs being driven down said stream, an unob-
structed passage through the logs so held and re-
tained in said dam. And said dam shall also be
constructed and maintained with suitable rolls,
sluice-ways, gates and openings, for the sluicing
of logs through or over said dam, and during the
entire period for which this right and franchise is
granted herein, the said G. A. Torinus, bis heirs,
successors and assigns, shall maintain said dam,
roll, sluice-ways and gates in good repair, and at
a proper season of the year shall maintain a suf-
ficient head of water in said dam so that logs can
be driven past said dam without unnecessary de-
lay; and the said G. A. Torinus, his heirs, suc-
cessors and assigns, shall so conduct the business
of manufacturing lumber, boards, lath and shin-
gles from logs held and retained in said dam, in
such a manner as to interfere as little as practi-
cable with the sluicing and driving of logs belong-
ing to other parties and persons, throughsaid dam;
Erovided, however, the said G. A. Torinus, his

eirs, successors and assigns, shall not be required,
for the passing of logs through or over said dam,
to lower the water therein below the rolls.

SectioN 3. That said G. A. Torinus, his heirs,
successors and assigns, shall have at all times the
sole and full control of said dam; provided, that
they shall at the proper season of the year for log
driving purposes permit the water flowing in sai
river to pass through or over the said dam with-
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out detention, except as is provided in section 2, of
this act.

SectioN 4. The dam herein authorized to be subsectto
constructed, shall from time of the commence- Jis n &
ment thereof, be subject to the provisions of chap-
ter 116, of the revised statutes of this state, so far
as the height thereof, and the damages that may
be caused thereby, are concerned.
